Disapproval of petition for acceptance of color drawings. 



1. The petition for acceptance of color drawings under 37 CFR 1.84 filed October 1, 2010 complies with the requirements of 37 CFR 
1.84 with regard to the required fee, copies of color drawings, and amendment to the specification under 37 CFR 1.84(a)(2). 
However, the petition has been disapproved because: (a) it lacks the required explanation as to why the color drawings are necessary 
(see 37 CFR 1.84(a)(2)); and (b) entry of the color version of Figure 2 would add new matter to the application. Particularly, while 
the legend of the original black and white version of Figure 4 allows interpretation of that Figure such that the color version thereof is 
not considered as adding new matter, Figure 2 does not include such a legend and contains many different gradations in color, such 
that the color version does not find support in the original black and white version (or in the original specification). 

2. It is noted that (although not stated in applicant's petition) the color drawings appear necessary to allow interpretation of the 
expression patterns of Clusters 1 and 2. Accordingly, approval of a corrected petition will be considered if applicant additionally 
provides a sworn statement that the color version of instant Figure 2 is the original version of that Figure that existed at the time of 
filing of the instant application, and that the failure to file the color version of the figure with the application was an error that 
occurred without deceptive intent.
